'I'lu- Ttinc.< imiiiitaius llmi "tlie f;icat 
pui jiosi; of tliu Afghnii war lias been 
amply attiiincd. India lias been made 
safe within and without. There is no 
diaturbauco now to be feared in either 
direction ; no looking to Russia as the 
rising Powe)- in the East, or as likely 
to give eilectr.nl hclj) to any insurrec- 
tionary uiov^inent against lingland ; 
no anxiety as to tlio chances of an 
attack upon what had long been felt 
to be the ungarded frontier line. 
What, it may be asked, remains to be 
done that we need gi'eatly care about 1 
To break down the aruied resistance 
of Afgliar.istan may bo the \vork of a 
few weekK or of a few months. This 
task completed, we have no further 
concern with the country than to make 
sure that wo are threatened with no 
danger from it. We come back, in 
eQ'ect, to the point at which wo stood 
when the 'J'reaty of (Umdaunik was 
signed. Tho events of the troubled 
interval are no more than an interrup- 
tion of the regular course of our work. 
Tho aim of our policy should bo the 
same now as then. The danger which 
this country is beginning to apprehend 
is not that tlie (lovernniont has any 
settled puri-ose of annfc>:ing Afghanis- 
tan, but ratlier tliat it has no settled 
purpo.se at all, and that it may sutler 
itself to drift into doing what it has 
not resolved on, and would rather 
avoid if it could. If tho matter is to 
be left in the hands (jf subordinates, 
and if a direction is to be taken which 
they may ])rovo to bo in favor of, the 
pros])ect. is fiii- from cleni'. l''.ngland 
may find herself involved in a mesh of 
circumstances from which she will not 
bo able to break free. Largo political 
considerations, which ought to be para- 
mount, will be in danger of lieing set 
aside and forgott"n. These it i.t for 
die Homo Clovornnient to insist upon. 
'I'he choice of means may ba entru.iteil 
to mere agents. The choice of ends it is 
for the si^prenie directing power to 
make. The internal organization of 
Afghanistan is a question which niay 
be best left for the Afgliaus to pro- 
nounce u))on. India will give its 
friendly countenance to any decent 
Government they may set up, but more 
than this India need not promise or 
make herself in any way responsible 
for."

Espolled tsom Sohool, They Lay in 
"Wait anA'Hurder Tlieir School - 

raato. 

A disjiatcli from Hagerstown, lu- 
diami, of the 24th ultimo, siiys :- -A 
murder occurred near a country school- 
house between Antwerp and Williams- 
burg, this (Wayne) county, about two 
weeks since, which in tlie past day or 
two has come to light. The matter is 
of interest to tlie general reader, and 
in sul>staiice is as follows : — A young- 
girl named Kates, aliout tifteeii years 
old, was the \ ictim of tiie tragedy, and 
two young girls, sclioolmates, about the 
same ago, were the perpetrators of the 
crime. The nanioa of these girls your 
correspondent's informant could not 
remember. Miss Kates was the dauLrli- 
ter of a poor widow, and was v(!ry 
good-natured. On account of her ])0v- 
erty the i/irls above mentionoil, daugh- 
ters of wealthy parents, wei-e contin- 
ually i)laying little tricks upon her. 
Miss Kates being j>oor, the dinner 
which she carried to school each day 
was not of the best cpiality. The 
sclioolmates in iptestion, at every 
chance, threw out insinuations whicJi 
abashed Miss Kates so much that she 
would at noon each day retire to a 
fence corner in tho vicinity to eat lier 
dinner. About two wcek.s ago one of 
the two girls spoken of secretly went 
.went to jMi.ss Kates' dinner basket, 
and taking a biscuit tlierefroni, ojieiied 
it and spit in it. Miss Kates disco- 
vered her in the act, and feeling that 
she could bear .such treatment no long- 
er, reported to the teacher how her 
mates had used her in the jiast. In 
consequence of this the two girls were 
expelled from school. This occurred 
in the afternoon, and tho expelled [)ar- 
ties, enraged at the treatment, laid in 
waiting along the I'oad for the author 
of their trouble. When school was

I of the murdered child, and offered her 
I §3,000 to do all she could to keep tho 
! afi'air from gaining publicity. The 
I widow, it is said, accejited the pro[ioHi- 
' tion, but in the last day or two the 
I affair has been exploded by school chil- 
dren who witnessed the assault, and in 
consequence tlie neighborhood is all 
excitement. Further developments 
will je promptly reported.

Carl Belau, a German, with his 
family, were living in a shanty belong- 
ing to another man on .Section 10, 
township 143, range .")0, something 
less than a mile from the place they 
were preparing for a liome.

Ev this time it began to get ilark, and 
when the man started out for the chil- 
dren left behind, his wife begged him 
not lo go, as the children were lost, 
and ho would freeze. Ho could not 
think of leaving them without making 
an effort, so ho started, and had reach- 
ed the box when he was frozen, and 
died on the spot. The woman gave 
birth to a child that night, and on Sun- 
day night it died. She laid in bed 
without any fire, or food to eat, until 
Monday noon, when she got up and 
managed by some means to reach the 
house of Jlr. Onge, about one and one- 
half miles distant. Search was then 
made and the man was found lying on 
his back, near the box which contain- 
ed the bodies of his two boys. It is 
r>p6rted.that Mr. Betau. had loaned 
$65 to some man, and was unable to 
get it, or he would have had every thing 
made comfortable before the cold 
weather came on.
